‘The denial that there is an inde~ 
pendence movement in Szechuan, 
published yesterday, squashes the 
Yumours that General Liu Wen-bul, 
General Tien Sung-yao, and General 
Teng Hsi-hou aro rebelling against 
‘Marshal Liu Hsiang, the Government 
appointee, ‘The rumours may have 
‘arisen from the Knowledge, fairly 
wide-spread, that the rivalry between 
military leaders In that province has 
hot faded entirely away at the waving 
of Nanking's magle wand. ‘The com- 
bined forces of the three generals 
mentioned do not, however, equal the 
‘roops under the command of Marshal 
Liu Helang, and in an encounter with 
his armies provided the Communists 
remain quiescent and the other gen- 
frais now supporting Marshal Liu 
Hsiang keep loyal, would stand very 
little chance. Marshal Liu Hslang 
also has money, while his reputed 
rival have nolan additional and 
very” powerful advantage for him, 
The Communist situation in Kwel- 
chow and Hunan disproves the 
charges which were supposed to have 
been made against General Chiang 
Kai-shek that’ an understanding be- 
tween the Government and the Reds 
had been reached. The latest in

SILVER REALITIES

President Roosevelt has shown 
the Americon public that he and 
the bankers are on better terms. 
He has even talked of co-operation 
between his Government and 
that depressed class at which every 
finger of scorn has been pointed 
during the hectic ecstasy of 
Jaunching the New Deal. Now 
co-operation is not one-sided. At 
Teast it should not be. So, pre- 
sumably, the President, whether 
the Silver Senators like it or not, 
will occasionally give heed to the 
silver wisdom of the bankers. The 
bankers have views on silver pur~ 
chases. Those views probably 
coincide with the conclusions form= 
ed by such unassailable documents 
as the annual silver report which 
‘Messrs. Handy and Harman have 
just published in accordance with 
their usual practice. Reuter’s 
summary ot Messrs. Handy and 
Harman's views is worthy of at- 
tention just as this moment when 
President Roosevelt. may be con- 
fronted by yet another move from 
the silver-producing interests. ‘The 
President has rightly declared in 
favour of “nelghbourliness” for 
‘the guidance of America’s foreign | 
policy. He has also modified his 
previous hostility to banking sus- 
ceptibilities, Therefore, he may 
be inclined to take note of Messrs. 
Handy and Harman's frigid com- 
‘ment on China’s export tax: 
Although the view of the Mints 
ter of Finance is undoubiedly 
true that controlled exchange will 
tend to stimuate the export of! 
Chinese commodities which hi 
curtailed by rising sllver 
prices, nevertheless this tendency’ 
can only become an actuality to 
‘the extent that the rest of the’ 
world is ina position to buy 
China's products. “But since such. 
purchasing power 1s still largely

erease China's ability to buy for- 
eign goods by enabling her to ex- 
port her holdings at a profit, this| 
could goon for only so long as 
‘the possessed stocks of the metal 
to spare.

As, 
moreover, it seems definitely to 
have Imposed restrictions on the 
Eastern market for American goods 
it cannot acquire merit as an 
instrument for the recovery of 
trade. Mr. Roosevelt's. new 
“alliance” may induce him to pay 
greater heed to the opinions of 
banking interests in framing his 
policy as it develops on the “trial 
jand error” method. It would be 
surprising if Professor J. H. Rogers,

}last_ summer, did not give him. 
chapter and verse to substantiate 
the representations which, it is 
elleved, Chinese spokesmen have 
‘again made in this regard.

‘The attainment of 150 years un- 
broken existence by sucha journal 
is an event which the Press all 
over the world to-day is entitled 
to salute with satisfaction and 
corporate pride. Fitly is the 
‘occasion taken at a time when 
modern trends have vigorously 
assailed the freedom of the Press 
and governments in power have 
ought to shackle the expression of 
thought and independent criticism. 
‘These reactionary tendencies are, 
it is felt, but the symptoms of a 
passing malaise from which in due 
course mankind will seek to 
recover. It is useful, therefore, to 
recall that when the Great Strike 
threatened to paralyse the life of 
the nation, “The Times” surprising- 
ly received from the Government 
of the day, the most serious blow 
against its gallant effort to continue 
publication. ‘The authorities actual- 
ly started to seize the stock of 
paper which “The Times" by its 
‘own forethought possessed, in 
‘order to repair the deficiencies in 
the arrangements for printing the 
emergency Government journal, 
“The British Gazette.” This thre 
to the Uberty of the Press was 
defeated by the collapse of the 
strike. It significantly indicated, 
however, the dangerous potentiali- 
‘ties in’ Government control of 
‘organs of public opinion. To tell 
the story in the words of “The 
‘Times: 

“The British Gazette” disappeared 

in a might: and “The Times" had 

succeeded in presenting. in its un-

In that restrained statement of fact 
is enshrined the whole argument

issues of the day. 

Happily, the lesson has teen 
learnt. ‘To-day the celebratior of 
“The ‘Times” anniversary receives 
appropriate recognition trom His 
Majesty and His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. Looking across the world 
where, in so many countries, the 
Propagation of news has exclusive 
ly fallen into bureaucratic hands, 
it is gratifying to observe the 
vigour of the Press and, moreover, 
its healthy championship of ideals 
jand principles, precisely in those 
‘countries where censorship can 
operate only under clearly defined 
Jand rigorous limitations and where, 
lconsequently, liberty of speech and 
‘writing is still respected and safe- 
guarded. When John Walter the 
First, started on January 1, 1785 to 
print “The Daily Universal Register 
Printed Logographically by His 
Majesty's Patent” in premises 
which had formerly housed the 
King’s printing press, he was 
‘mainly concerned to show that his 
pet process of printing could give 
‘the news more quickly and cheaply 
than any other method.

In so far as agreement between 
Paris and Rome can avert the 
danger of further unsettlement m 
the polities of South-Eastern 
Europe, it deserves cordial wel 
come. "The -adjustment of French 
and Italian relations in Africa, the 
guarantee of Austrian independ- 
fence and the inclusion of Yugo- 
slavia, Hungary and Czecho-Slové 
kia ina non-aggression pact 
‘are admirable achievements.

Perhaps the 
course of events may enable the

Seeing that the dispute be- 
tween Hungary and Yugoslavia 
hhas, to some extent, found solu- 
tion by the good ‘offices of the 
League, it might be appropriate 
to bring the new pact within 
the purview of Geneva. In the 
Saar Germany is. still ‘implicitly 
recognizing the League's authority. 
Assuming that the Plebiseite works 
itself, to the appointed conclusion 
with entire satisfaction to Poth 
parties principally concerned, there 
may be more ground for urging 
Germany to return to the League. 
‘Then the labours of M. Laval and

Hesitation in acclaiming the latest 
move toward peace-construction in 
Europe is not due solely to solici~ 
tude for German appeasement, Tt 
arises from the feeling that France's 
rneed for security may induce for~ 
getfulness of the danger of saddling 
the new collective system with the 
‘old technique. In a few days’ time 
the Counell of the League will be 
ssembling at Geneva. That will be

The arrangement between the 
[Irish Free State and the United 
Kingdom concerning the imports 
‘of coal into the former from the 
latter, and the export of cattle 
from ‘the Free State to the United 
Kingdom is to be welcomed as in- 
dicating that, no matter how far 
the two governments are apart on 
certain of the policies enunciated 
by Mr. de Valera, there are pos- 
sibilities of making adjustments 
caleulated to afford some relief to 
the injury caused by the insistence 
upon hard and fast principle. | It 
Ml be remembered that when the 
Irish Free State government de- 
elded no longer to pay the Land 
Annuities due to the United King- 
dom—a step which gave no relief 
whatever to the farmers who paid 
them in the first case, but merely 
provided additional revenue to the 
Free State Governmenc—the 
British Government retaliated by 
imposing upon all Free State pro- 
duce imported into the United 
Kingdom dutfes designed to re- 
cover those sums payment of 
which had been refused. The spe- 
clal tariff did not completely suc- 
ceed in achieving that end, for 
though Mr. de Valera’s govern 
ment sought to offset the depress- 
ing effects of such imposition by 
the granting of bonuses to Free 
State exporters to the United 
Kingdom, which should normelly 
have enabled them to carry on , 
business as if the tariff were not 
being enforced, the fact is that 
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there was. such a diminution in 
the trade that the revenue obtain- 
ed was far short of that which war 
expected. The Free State farmers 
consequently suffered greatly, and, 
being unable to meot the demands 
made upon them by their own 
government, were victims of dis- 
fraints which did much to arouse 
considerable resentment in the 
south of Ireland. On the other 
hand Mr. de Valera by a retalla- 
‘tory import tax upon. imports 
from the United Kingdom, in fact, 
established a preference for foreign 
imports not the least important of 
which was coal. In this com- 
modity trade fell off enormously 
having as serlous an effect in the 
mining areas of the United King- 
dom, as the British tariff had upon 
Free State producers. 

‘Obviously the positfon was re~ 
duced to a stalemate. While Mr. 
de Valera's government was bene- 
fAtting from the non-payment of 
Land" Annultles to the United 
Kingdom, though collecting them 
from the farmers, the United 
Kingdom was recouping itself, 
not entirely, from the tariffs on 
Free State foods. Neither, con 
sequently, suffered to any real ex- 
ent. The burden, however, was 
heavy upon the Free State farn- 
fers, and the miners In the United 
Kingdom, who both felt the full 
effect of ‘the artifclally-diminished 
trade, ‘Thus, if the governments 
to some extent were merely beat- 
ing the alr to the detriment of 
thelr peoples, tt was obvious to 
any statesman worth the deserip- 
tion that the sooner a period was 
put to such an unfortunate state of 
affairs, the better. In the ultimate 
event, however, it has to be re~ 
membered that in the arrangement 
which has been arrived at, no 
more has been done than to draw 
up a trade agreement, such as has 
been arranged between other 
soverelgn states of the world, 
‘though Jn this case it is an agree 
ment betwoen the British Govern 
ment on the one hand, and that of 
‘the Irish Free State which, for all 
that Mr, de Valera contends, is! 
still a Dominion, How far that is! 
@ concession on a matter of prin- 
ciple on the part of Whitehall re- 
mains to be seen, though probably 
the best method ‘of regarding this 
arrangement 1s from the point of 
view that it is giving assistance to| 
needy workers who really should 
not suffer in these economically | 
tragle times more than is invowved | 
in the ordinary process of indus~ 
trial and commercial depression 

Nevertheless, if it can be admit- 
ted that the expedient is a good | 
cone, it does not necessarily follow 
that the prevalent optimism con- 
cerning the possibility of settling 
the larger matters at Issue Is en- 
tirely justifed. ‘There ts nothing 
in the telegrams recoived up to 
the present to show that there has 
been any abatement of the 
instransigeant attitude which Mr. 
de Valera has consistently adopted 
towards the United Kingdom. Most 
certainly there is no indication 
that there is any weakening 
fon the part of the Prime Minister 
‘of the Free State on the subject of 
the denial of allegiance to the 
British Crown, the assumption of 
the right of the Free State to op- 
point its own Governor-General, 
the endeavour to prevent appeals 
being carried to the Privy Coun- 
cll and the ultimate divorce 
‘mensa et thoro of the Free State 
from the British Empire. Some of 
these things are not yet on the 
statute books of the Free State; 
that thoy will be merely through 
‘the fux of time scems to be as- 
sured, short of Mr, de Valera 
being’ thrown out of office which 
at the present appears to be most 
improbable. ‘The settlement of the 
major dispute between the two 
parties, therefore, seems to be a 
more dificult task than the simple 
amelioration of the lots of those 
workers who suffer between the 
upper and nether millstones. ‘The 
magnitude of the task of adjusting 
the outstanding difference 1s ap- 
parent from a recognition of the 
importance of the principles in- 
volved.

AMERICA’S HOPES 
Jon. 7. 

Apart altogether from the con- 
ventional expectancy of the New 
‘Year, there is ground for the beliet 
that ' economic conditions in the 
United States of America are 
Improving. Business men who have 
ately arrived in Shanghai take a 
confident view of the situation. 
This is indistinct contrast to reports 
which such visitors were inclined 
to make six months or more ago. 
‘The emphatic support given in the 
iFecent elections to the present 
régime must, in_ itself, have a 
steadying effect, Reinforcing it are 
real signs of returning vigour in 
the markets and a welcome revival 
‘in trade. The President last Oct- 
ober was able to receive com 
the American Bankers Association 
Jan assurance of a more ‘riendly 
altitude towards the Government's 
policy. A new spirit of co-opera- 
ition between the bankers and the 
|Administration was discerned. The 
President, recognizing the value of 
this development promised a 
| gradual curtailment of government 
{banking so soon as the banks of 
jhe country became more com= 
|petent to carry the financial load. 
Tried by adversity, the banks 
have been putting thelr houses in 
‘order, ‘They cannot, in the face of 
the election results, delude them- 
selves with the notion—even if 
they wanted to—that the old 
technique can be restored. ‘They 
‘have, therefore, shown a praise- 
worthy desire to co-operate with 
the Government, without prejudice, 
however, to their fundamental 
principles. Mr. Roosevelt, on his 
‘side, has spoken hopefully of 
alliance of business and banking, 

wriculture and industry, labour: 
and capital” for the promotion of 
the country's return to prosperity. 
His annual message to Congress 
indicates justifiable satisfaction 
with the achievements recorded 
and a modestly framed belief in 
‘the ability of the Government and 
the nation to carry the “recovery 
drive” to its desired fulalment. 
No doubt he will be faced with 
further pressure for inflatiorary 
devices, but he has already shown 
extreme caution in meeting that 
sort of persuasion, As it is evident 
that the advice of the bankers will 
‘once again secure a proper hearing 
in the austere precincts at Wash- 
ington, the President will probably 
ive his caution full scope for 
action. 

In the circumstances it is clear 
that such criticism as he may meet 
will come rather from the left than 
from the right. ‘The reforms which 
he has effected during his first 
‘two years’ tenure of office have 
‘been described by well-informed 
critics who stand outside polities 
as long overdue. The depression,

That this 
process involved much jeéttisoning 
of old .methods, much risk of 
antagonizing essential interests and 
much indulgence of empirical ex- 
pedients, will be clear to anyone 
who appreciates the difficulty of 
reconciling economic reform with 
political practice, to say nothing of 
democratic prejudices. Mr. Roose~ 
velt, in fact, has had to drive the 
two restive ‘steeds of “recovery” 
and “reform” in double harness. 
Some would urge him even now to 
Get on faster by dropping “reform” 
and proceeding with the single aid 
of “recovery”.

It may 
be that the now passing depres- 
sion has marked the end of the 
period of effortless expansion. The 
financiers who ruled in the Hoover 
days of prosperity and who follow- 
ed where the industrialists and, 
before them, the farmers had 
prepared the ground, now have to 
| fecognize the partnership to which 
the President has invited their 
adherence. This partnership will 
assuredly acquire effective strength 
from international associations 
which the impact of the depres- 
sion temporarily rejected. Both 
economically and politically the 
United States of America will be 
drawn more closely into inter 
national affairs, as the inevitable 
guarantee of the permanent re- 
covery for which the President— 
with the full foree of the nation 
behind him—Is making so courage

US. AND LEAGUE ~ 
Quite an important development in 
the furtherance of world peace will 
[be made, if, as it is suggested is now 
Ukely, the United States -do_accept 
‘membership of the League of Nations. 
It is stated by those who are work- 
ing towards that end in Congress that 
there is a very substantial body of 
public opinion in favour of such a 
step, and so long’ as it involves noth- 
jing in the shape of signing a treaty, 
it would seem that the decision can 
Jbe reached by mere majorities in 
both ‘houses. ‘The resolution which 
is fo be put forward contains a 
reservation that the United States 
will not be obliged to send troops to 
foreign countries under any con- 
ditions, and ghat membership should 
‘be in harmony with the Briand-Kel- 
Jogg pact. On the face of it, while 
unqualifled membership would be. 
more desirable in all circumstances, 
the realistle view must necessarily be 
that American membership of the 
League, no matter under what reser- 
vations’ is infinitely better than none 
at all. “Sponsors of the move are 
undoubtedly seeking to circumvent 
the ingrained dislike in the United| 
States of foreign entanglements, and 
It would seem that they succeed in| 
doing 60 by the terms of their re- 
servations. From the League's point| 
‘of view the entrance of the United 
‘States would Infinitely strengthen it, 
In the past there has been consider- 
able co-operation between the two 
‘and membership will only serve to 
regularize the cordial relations that 
have existed in the past. How long 
‘Germany and Japan wili find it de-| 
sirable {0 refrain from membership, 
if this development docs take place, 
it will be interesting to see, for, 
with American adhesion, the League 
will secure an enhancement of ai 
thority which it has not had before. 


A BENEFACTION 


It is a matter for considerable 
gratification that the Eumorfopoulous 
collection of Chinese and Far Eas~ 
tern works of art have been acquired 
by the British and Victoria and Al~ 
bert Museums jointly, for it would 
have been a great pity if so impor~ 
tant a collection had been allowed to 
Jeave Great Britain, or had been 
dispersed by sale at auction. Those | 
‘who have not seen the collection hut 
Jhave had an opportunity of seeing 
the very artistic catalogue published 
some years ago will have a fair 
idea of the artistic importance of th 
collection and of the very genuine 
benefaction of Mr. Eumorfopoulos in 
allowing it to change hands for #0 
small a sum as £100,000. It is pos 
ible that the owner has realized all 
the joys of bringing the collection 
together, but even then his gesture

that not only will the two museums 
concerned in its purchase be greutly 
enriched, but that there will be suf- 
ficient ‘pieces for loan to other 
Jmuseums throughout the country.

NANKING’S HOUSING 
PLANS 


Govt. Scheme to Replace 
» Primitive Huts 


Nanking, Jan, 4. 
‘The Chinese authorities are devot-| 
ing much attention to housing condi: 
tions in Nanking, especially among! 
the indigent classes. ‘The first prob-| 
ym ig to demolish primitive huts 
‘and to build houses to replace them. 
‘The Central Political Council re- 
cently adopted, with minor modifiea-| 
tions, a scheme proposed by Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei for the establish-| 
ment of a “residential quarter for the| 
poorer classes.” ‘The scheme requirts| 
fan outlay of $2,800,000 to be spread|

wards this sum, the Municipal Gov-| 
ernment. will be called upon _to| 
furnish $250,000 each year and the| 
Central Government $180,000. For the 
frst year, however, the Central 
Government will have to provide! 
only. $100,000, the remaining $50,000] 
coming from’ public subscriptions. 
‘The original scheme proposed by’ 
Mr. ‘Wang asked for an annual ap-| 
propriation of only $100,000 trom tho| 
Central Treasury, ond provided thst 
$50,000 be raised annually by means

JAPANESE DEFENCES 
TO BE TESTED 


Grand Manceuvres in Nth. 
Pacific 


Tokyo, Jan. 3. 

Japan's _newly-strengihened  de- 
fences in the north will be put to thelr 
first practical test this summer 
when the navy will engage in its 
annual grand manquvres over a wide| 
‘area comprising northern Honshu, 
‘Hokkaido, Soghalien and the Kuriles. 

‘The war games, which will cost the! 
nation ¥.6,000.000 will last for two 
‘months beginning in July, althouen 
the various fleets will bein extensive 
training for the tests early in Febru- 
ary.

Bay, in Kyushu, to be Inspected by 
Admiral 8. Takahashi, new Com 
mander-in-Chief of the Combined 
Fleet. After the inspection, the var- 
fous units will retuen to thelr respec 
tive bases to begin training on o 
semi-wartime basis 


‘A Cotncidence 

In July, the fleet will gather out 
side the ‘Boy of Tokyo and steam 
northward on the first stage of the 
0-day mancuvres, The units will 
bbe divided in “Red” and “Blue” fects 
for tactical purposes.

‘The overland route, however, which 
largely follows. the river" leads 
fo the Important city of Chenyuan, 
the home of Rev. R. A. Bosshardt 
who was recently kidnapned by Red 
forces operating In that district, 

‘The Kwanssi forces are making 
am heroic attempt to hold back the 
hordes of these muraders.

Most of this road has been cut out 
‘of the solid rock of the mountain 
Ropes, if of great beauty the  pro- 
‘spect ‘will also be not witnout some 
danger to motorists. Roads run to

ASSASSINATION PLOT 
DISCLOSED 


" Patriotic Iron Bloodhood 
Leaders Arrested 


Fukuoka, Jan, 5. 

Vigorous investigation was con- 
tinued to-day into the affairs of the 
“Love-Country-Iron-and-Blood-Hand,” 
political assassination band, the 
arrest of whose members became 
known last Sunday, with the lifting 
Jof an official press ban. 

‘The group, whose other name was 
the “Paitiolic Iron Bloodhood,” sought, 
according to the police, to ‘promote 
[political reform through the assas- 
Sination of Japan's outstanding poli: 
tical and economic leaders. 

‘Heading the list of those 
by the band for immediate 
nation” was Prinee Kimmochi Salon}i, 
Japan's “Cabinet-maker” and the only 
living Genzo, who escaped death last 
Jmonth when the police arrested a 
youth armed with a sharp dagger, 
fon. his porch. 

‘Marked for Death 


Others on the list were Viscount 
‘Nobuaki Makino, Lord Keeper of the 
Privy Soal; Mr.'K. Takahashi, the 80- 
year-old Finance Minister in Admiral 
‘Okada's Cabinet, Baron ‘Takakim! 
‘Mitsui, head of the vast Mitsui inter- 
ests; and Baron Koyata Iwasaki, head 
of the Mitsubishi Goshi Kaisha,- Mi- 
tsui's rival for economic supremacy 
inthis country. 

‘The arrest of the leader of the 
group, Toshinorl Wakisaka, 27, to-

Christmas has just come and gone, 
it may be interesting to notice how 
the Chinese in the interior adopt the 
idea. At rst, ignored or misunder~ 
stood as merely a foreign festival. 
‘Then, a few began sending Christ 
mas cards to foreign friends as a 
convenient and economical way of 
expressing good will.

Greater Shanghai: Faith in Future 


IN a New Year message to the citizens of Shangh: 


i, General Wu Te~ 


chen, the Mayor, wishes them compliments of the season and 
sets forth his hopes ‘and plans for the coming year. 

|. He outlines an ambitious programme of cultural, educational, 
industrial and municipal development and sounds an optimistic note 
regarding the future of Shanghai, 


He invites his fellow-citizens to 


the fulfilment of the plans visioned for what he terms “the Greater 
His message reads: | 


‘Shanghai of To-morrow. 
‘The past three years have been the 

most dif cult and distressing period 

In the history of this Municipality. 

‘When the Government and the 
Party appointed me Mayor, the 
“Shanghai Incident” was just’ pass~ 
ing through a critical stage. To cope 
with ‘the difeult situation, every 
effort was made, ‘Orstly, for the 
restoration of order and social 
stability; and then for the reliet of 
the war victims and the rehabita- 
tlon of the devastated areas. 

‘Since the removal of the Municipal 
Government to its new buildings in 
October a year ago, I have, in 
accordance ‘with the beaueathed 
teachings of the late Party Leader 
(Dr, Sun Yatesen) and, in pursuance 
of the plans isid down by my pre- 
decessors, endeavoured to promote 
the development of the Civic Centre, 
and the cultural reconstruction of this 


city. 
‘On Way to Recovery 

Although, due to limitations of 
time and money, I dare not claim to 
have achieved ny qemarkable re- 
sults, yet, thanks to cordial co- 
‘operation ‘trom varlous quarters and 
the assistance of the Municipal staff, 
it may be said that this city is 
slowly but surely on the way 10 
recovery, 

‘That 1s, indeed, some consolwaon; 
and, despite our painful recollections, 
we, must continue to make plans for 
the active reconstruction of our 
city, 

Statecraft, according to the sages 
of old, should concentrate on the 
education and the livelihood of the 
people, This principle is as vital 
tonday as it has ever been. 

‘Moreover, in view of the great

1, Anti-Iiliteracy | Movement—The 
high “degree of illiteracy in. our 
country ix the greatest cause of our 
cultural decline and national weak- 

‘Though Shanghai was among the 
first cities of the country to come 
into comact with the modem world, 
the literate still form the majority 
of the population. According to 
statistles recently "compiled, 49.054 
per cent. of our children of school 
fage and 25 .per cent. of our adult 
population are illiterate, 

Beginning this year, therefore, o 
special effort will be made to provide 
adult education for those between 
the ages of 15 and 30, as a funda. 
mental measure of promoting mass 
‘education. 

‘More Schools To be Bullt 

2, School Construction—There 
are indeed more schools in this city 
proportionately than in any. other 
part of the country. However, due 
to our erroneous conception in the 
past of the spirit of education ond 
the vital relationship between educa 
ion and productivity, the mare 
people were educated, the fewer 
engaged in production. 

‘The educational policy of this 
murfleipality must therefore be to 
inerease and enhance the people's 
power of! productivity. 

Tt is planned to establish this year 
fone vocational middle school and 
four agricultural schools. Of the 
latter, one will be established in the 
Kaohsing area; one in the Luhsing 
‘area; one. in the Chenju area; and 
another in the Tsaoching area, 

‘Attention will also be paid to 
primary and secondary education in 
Our programme of educational ré- 
‘adjustment so as to strengthen the 
foundation of civic’ training. ‘Two 
model Middle Schools will be estab- 
lished at the Civic Centre. Steps will 
also be taken to expand the Hsinlu 
Normal School, the Yangching Junior 
Middle School and the Woosune 
Junior Middle School. ‘Two model 
Primary Schools will be established, 
‘one in Nantao and another in Chapel

Always a. serious problem in any 
large city of the world, it is especia.

‘The work of reconstruction has 
made some progress in this respect 
{in recent years. Due, however, to the 
general economic “depression, the 
plight of the people has become in 
creasingly dificult. 

Endless rows of straw huts may be 
‘seen, and the dwellings are often so 
primitive and insanitary that ‘hey 
provide a fertile breeding-ground for 
disease, The aged and the weak are 
too often homeless and destitute; the 
sight is indeed heartrending. 

‘A situation lke this 1s not only a 
disgrace to our city, but is also a 
serious menace to public health, It 

jemands therefore immediate rect 
feation, 

‘We hope to raise a special fund of 
fone miliion dollars this year for the 
construction of six model villages, 
comprising 8,000 houses for the work~ 
fers, in Nantao, Chapei, Pootung, and 
the Western and Eastern Districts. 

‘The establishment of children's 
nurseries (ereches) is also an import- 
ant part of our present, programme 
fof municipal reconstruction. In this 
commercial and industrial centre, 
numerous factories are established. 
‘The masses are so absorbed in eking, 
Jout a bare livelihood that they have 
hhardly any time to look after the 
welfare of their children. 

‘We shall establish this year two 
children’s nurseries, one in Nantao 
fand another in Chapel, so that the 
children of the workers may not 
suffer for lack of car 

‘We expect to complete the Stadium 
\tor athletics, the Public Library and 

the Museum buildings this year, 

Many other projects, such as’ con- 
struction of a public auditorium, 
readjustment of slaughterhouses, and, 

jot Teast, improvement of the living 
conditions of the rickshaw pull 
will also be actively carried out at 
financial resources permit. - 
Protection Against Floods 

4. Water Conservancy—Water 
conservancy is indeed one of the most 
important tasks that must be accemn~ 
plished for the rehabilitation of our 
rural districts. Engineering wore on 
the Sea Walls in this area has beens 
suspended for some time and many 
{portions are in a state of disintegra 

tion. 

Every autumn this city is facea 
with the flood menace. Although 
‘appropriations have been made in the 
past several years to repair the seo 
‘Walls, yet due to financial limitations 
the situation still continues dangerous 

‘A substantial fund must be raised 
to remove this menace once for all 
Since the Shanghai Incident, the 
financial resources of the Municipal 
Government have been seriously 
crippled. 

8. Communications Improvement — 
Shanghai, connected as it is with the 
outside world by both land and sea. 
is not only the largest commercial 
ort in this country but also a world~ 
famous metropolis. 

‘The facilities for commercial avia~ 
tion are, however, still inadequate 
‘The original aerodrome at Lunchua. 
covering an area of 280 mow of land, 
‘will be expanded to a total area of 
970 mow, so as to make it the largest 
‘airport in the country. 

‘The above are merely some of the 
more important projects that will be 
undertaken this year. “Superfluous 
words are not needed in government, 
administration.” I shall not at this 
time go into details of the various 
projects. 

‘With the commencement of another 
New Year, 1 have ventured to sot 
forth my ‘hopes and plans for the 
information of the people. Though

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FAMILY DISCOUNTS ON SCHOOL FEES 
Abolition Suggested for Chinese Scholars: Reduction

© Education Board of the 
Shanghai Municipal Counei at its 
last meeting considered a report by 
the Treasurer and Controller upon 
the practice of giving family dis- 
count, on Municipal School Fees. 
‘After’ lengthy discussion, further 





consideration ot the maiver was 
adjourned. 
‘The Treasurer and Controller 


stated that, except in the primary 
fchools, tho Counell granted. reduc 
tlons in fees of 20 per cent. for two 
children from one family, $0 per cent, 
for three children and 33 1-3 per cent. 
for four or more children, and that 
the total relief so afforded’ amounted 
to about $62,500. The Council had 
accepted, and put into practice, 
principle that foes charged at’ the 
‘Municipal Schools were not expected 
to cover the cost of educstion— the 
greater part of which was a charge 
fon the rates, He was somewhat 
doubtful, however, of the propriety 
fof the assumption that merely be~ 
cause. certain individuals incurred 
additional family responsibitities they 
were thereby entitled to a further 
financial benefit (of which they might 
or might not be in need) at the 
expense of the general body of rate~ 
payers. 


Contrary To Chinese Practice 


He understood that the granting of 
family discount was contrary to Tec 
ognized Chinese educational practice 
and that its application to the 
Counelt’s Schools for | Chinese 
Children was influenced by the pri 
ciple being already in force in the 
‘schools for foreign children, At the 
Chinese Secondary Schools it was, 
Kenerally speaking, only the more 
well-to-do parents who were able to 
send more. than one child 10 a 
Couneil School, and the beneft of 
family discount was therefore 
bestowed in a large number of cases 
‘on persons who were not in financial 
need thereof, 

‘The ‘Treasurer recommended that, 
with effect from the beginning of the 
spring term, family discount in the 
Secondary Schovls for Chinese chil~ 
Gren be abolished. This would result 
in an increase in fees received of 
roughly $22,000, He further recom= 
‘mended that-consideration be xiven 
to the adoption of some measure 
whereunder this money might be 
devoted to the furtherance of some 
Branch of Chinese education, ef, the 
provision of scholarships, "whereby 
the amount in question ‘might de 
more advantageously expended than 
was at present the”case. 


Reduced Discounts at Foreign Schools 


‘The position in the Foreign Schools 
way somewhat different, Whilst there 
were a number of cases where te 
nancial benedt of family discount 
accrues to persons not in need there~ 
of, there were others where the 
adaition of five or ten dollars @ 
month to the parents’ lability for 
school fees would not be rogarded 
Ughtly. On full consideration of this 
matter he was of the opinion that, 
Whilst discount rates in the Foreign 
Schools should be substantially re- 
duced, It would be inexpedtent to 
abolish them altogether. He had to 
recommend, therefore, the adoption 
‘of the following scale of discounts 
with effect from January, 1995:— 
Schools for Foreign Children: two 
children trom one family 10 per eent.: 
three children from one family 18 
per cent; four or more from - one 
famaily 20 per cent, 

Approval of this recommendation 
should result in an increase in fees 
received of roughly $17,000. He re- 
commended that this amount be 
used in whole or In part for the 
provision of scholarships and/or 
‘assistance in necessitous cases in 
respect to payment of school fees. 
‘The Treaturer added that he had 
discussed this matter with the Super~ 
Intendent of Education who was in 
‘general agreement with these views. 


‘Views of Members 


In the course of the discussion it 
was stated that the allowance of 
family discounts was not usual in 
other educational systems, and that 
it was difficult 4o apply oa account 
of the uncertainty as to the relation- 
ships of the children. One member 
favoured the continuance of the 
present scale of discounts in the 
Secondary School for Chinese Girls, 
and the adoption in the schools for 
Chinese boys of the same scale of 
discounts as proposed for foreign 
schools. 

‘A member of the Board sald he 
elleved that the Chinese parents of 
scholars, especially those of the girl 
pupils," were mostly well-tondo 
people, ‘as the Council patd 
about" two-thirds of the cost of 
‘education he thought they should be 
required to pay the remeining one-

third without discount, particularly 
as they were already’ a privileges 
section of the community in that they 
enjoyed facilities which were limited. 
The education given in Municipal 
‘schools to. Chinese children was 
‘considered to be very good. On the 
other hand, the educational facilities 
‘offered to’ foreign children were 
regarded as the minimum: acceptable, 
and the cost to the poorer parents 
was relatively heavy. 


Girls Schoot Excluded 
Another member sald he would be 
prepared to endorse tho Treasurer's 
proposals regarding the boys’ schools 
provided special consideration were 
iven to the Secondary School for 
Chinese Girls, which occupied a unt~ 
que position "in the Settlement and 
served to further the idea of educa- 
tion for women. ‘The parents were 
mostly well-to-do, but the fees were 
generally much higher than those 
charged in Chinese established girls’ 
schools outside the Settlement. 

‘The opinion was expressed that It 
was” scarcely necessary to draw 
parallels with other girls’ schools, 
‘though thélr standards were m= 
proving, since the Council's school 
could readily be filled with the 
daughters of parents who were well 
able to afford the present fees. 

Tn the course of further discussion 
the possibility of abolishing dis- 
counts in all schools and giving 
financial assistance when it was 
needed was suggested. The Super. 
intendent of Education considered 
this feasible, though parents of all 
nationalities ‘might object to invest!- 

tions being made into their private 
‘affairs. Tn fhis view abolition of the 
discounts would probably occasion 
hardship in some cases as by no 
means all parents were of the well- 
to-do class. He was in favour of 
granting scholarships and/or free 
places In both forelgn and Chinese 
schools in addition to those now 
given to certain Chinese primary 
school pupils. Replying to the 
Chairman, the Assistant Treasurer 
stated that the funds made available 
for scholarships or for necessitous 
eases by the abolition of Aiscounts 
would vary. only in a small degree 
from year to year

IN SHANGHAL 


Efforts to Obtain Funds for 
US. Building 


Wasitngton, Jan, 2. 

Efforts are being made’ to obtaln 
from the “forthcoming session ot 
Congress funds for the construction 
of a diplomatic building at Shanghal 
to house United States Government 
coiMces in the Far Eastern metropolis, 
It was learned to-day. 

‘The State Department is working 
tn conjunction wita Mr. Sam'D. Mer 
Reynolds, Tennessee Democrat, chalr- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Commit: 
tee of the House of Representatives, 
{In an effort to bring to fruition the 
plans for the Shanghal bullding. 

Foth the State Department’ and 
Mr, McReynolds indleated to-day 
that they were hopeful of success. 

It was pointed omtt at the Depart- 
ment of State that the Government 
alrendy owns the land in Shanghat, 
an ‘eamirable site overlooking the 
Whangpoo River, which mow stands 
vacant because ho funds have been 
‘made available to replace the ancient 
structure which was torn down a few 
years ago. 

Mearwhile, the consular offices of 
the United States are housed in the 
old Kaleo Hotel building (in Klan 
4 Road), on which a large rental is 
Being paid, ‘and qumerous other 
American government offices a 
geattered about in a number 
Shanghat buildings.

On Streets 


Customers A 
Little Wary 


One hundred and thirty one riek- 
staws of the new model preseribed 
by the Rickshaw Board were on the 
streets on Monday, but, thelr pullers 
seemed to find dimeulty in. getting 
customers, Perhaps it was the un- 
‘accustomed smartness of the new 
vehicles that deceived wary ped- 
strians into believing that they were 
private rickshaws trying to pleke up 
f bit on the sly; or pethaps the great 
mass of the ridkshaw-using public 
prefers the old and grimy style, 
‘Whatever it was, the rickshaw puller 
followed by a representative of tho 
“North-China Herald” was beaten 
every time when he tried to com 
pete” with one of his contreres 
ulling a rickshaw of the old style, 

(On Monday was not Shanghal's first 
acquaintance with the new model. 
Between twenty and thirty were on 
‘the streets before the new year, But 
what are twenty or thirty among 90 
many? The full 181, whlch replace

last October, were out on Monday

‘more particularly to associate with 
her people. Now the Old Year— 
1934—is passing and the New Year—| 
1935—is at hand: what of the Old 
and What of the New? There at 
‘once comes into my mind those 
wonderful words "of our Poet= 
Philosopher, Alfred Tennyson, In 
his great philosophical poem’ “In 
Memoriam” he devotes one section 
to the passing of the Old and the 
Coming of the New. Every. stan 
of this poem seems to bear a me 
for’ the China of to- 
through your columns dea 
one or two of the Ideas 
enshrined? 
‘Ring out, wild bells, to the wild sky, 
‘The fying cloud, the trostly light 
Is this mere poetic language or Is 
there a hidden meaning in these 
words? Ruskin, “another of our 
philosophers, taught us long ago neve 
to regard the writings of our great 
poets as being of a flimsy character 
but to look ‘deeper and find thelr 
hidden meaning. And here there is 1 
‘which will well 
study. Here "cs 
sleep of - winter, 
nay, even death itself’ — the 
death of the old year, And yet ‘the 
flying cloud’—not death but <etivity 
Nature never dies, never, sleeps. 
Above the seeming ‘stillness’ rides a 
‘supreme activity! 

And note ‘the frosty light, To the 
downstrodden, sodden, earth com 
the disintegrating frost, breaking up 
the old in preparation for the New sv. 
‘that again may come the joyousness 
of the springtime, the rich luxurianco 
of summer, Now read the lessbn here 
written into the present-day life of 
China, To newcomers fo China, as are 
we, it does seem as if we had come 
into contact with a people which had 
lost touch with Its past greatness— 
in which winter reigned supreme in 
its political in its philosophical and in 
its Fellglous life, But may we not hope 
that underneath all this “deadness” 
Mes. the movement which gives pro- 
mise of new life—~it winter be here 
can spring be far away"? 

‘And the frost which disintegrates— 
what of this? Surely there is a won- 
derful analogy here: may we not 
reét satisfted that that which 
had borne fruit in the past had na- 
turally become sodden and that the 
Preparation for the future lies with 
8 breaking-up, a disintegrating of tae 
‘old before the spring-time of the new 
‘ean come into its own. But let not 
China be dismayed. “One of the 
Srentest churches of Christendom 
teaches that there 1s only one un- 
forgivable sin—the sin of Despair. 
May China be spared this sin and 
rise up to meet the New age which 
fs surely coming with a faith which 
will earry her forward to achieve- 
ments in the future which will bear 
comparison with any of her achieve: 
ments of the past 

‘Ring out the grief that saps the mind’ 

‘Ring out the want, the care, the ain, 

“The faithless coldness of the times! 

‘Ring. out old. shapes of foul disease; 

‘Ring out the harrowing lust of gold 
‘Thus does Tennyson set forth the 
enervating sins of nations other than 
the Chinese but sins for which China 
may well do penance as preparatory 
to the successful functioning of the 
New Life which is already at its 
birth, 

‘But recriminations an remorse are 
not suficlent for our Poet-Philosopher. 
Listen to him as he takes the posi 
tive line 

“Ring in the valiant man and tree, 

‘The larger heart, the kinalter hand: 
Ring out the darkness of the Ia 
Ring in the Christ that 1s to be: 
‘And Tennyson means what he here 
writes in the fullest possible sense. 
Its not the Christ of any restrictive 
Christian sect to which he refers but 
to. the Cosmic Christ to be truy 
found in all those ‘religions and 
philosophies in ‘which the ideals of 
humanity are firmly recognized and 
upheld. But do not let us make the 
amiistalc of thinking that the way may 
bbe easy: it is.one thing to recognize 
the ‘way’ but @ vastly harder thing 
to follow it. ‘There are Christian 
sects which ‘preach and practice, oF 
hope to practice, a religion of success, 
and happiness from which all sorrow 
and suffering have been removed. Bi 
again, one of the greatest Churches 
holds’ up the ideal of achievement 
through suffering—ot no life-ot ease 
‘but of stress and strain until the suf- 
ferings passed through culminate ina 
happiness beyond all earthly desc

HONGKONG SHIP STRIKE 


‘The Strikers’ Case 


To the Editor of the 
fontn-Cura Day News” 

Sm—Having read an article under 
the heading “Better outlook in Ship 
Strike Hongkong” in your Saturday's 
lssue, I think it only right that the 
Jeouse of such trouble should be ex- 
Plained to your readers. 

‘In 1919 the Guilds felt the deplor- 
‘able conditions prevailing in Outside 
ships and “the Hongkong Waterfront 
[vessels in particular” could no longer 
be tolerated so they set to work to 
ry and improve conditions the result 
being that an Arbitration Board was 
set up, and a scale of wages drawn 
‘up and other conditions agreed to, 
greatly to the benefit of this class of 
ships. But as the causes for such 
faction had not been removed, namo- 
ly, the unserupulous shipowner and 
the poor saps on whom they preyed, 
‘means were found to evade the carry- 
Ing out of the Arbitration Award by 
some eleven vessels sailing out of 
Hongkong under the British Flag, by 
‘getting some dead-beats to accept any 
wages the owners chose to pay. “The 
Guilds were well aware of this but 
jwere not in a position to act, but 
ever having the matter before them, 
twelve months ago they decided to go 
all out for a proper clean up of the 
Hongkong Waterfront which was an 
absolute disgrace to. the British 
[Colony of Hongkong. “Having accom- 
plished much in this direction they 
decided to inforce the Arbitration 
‘Award of wages to be paid to all 
Outside vessels coming under that. 
Award. So one will understand this 
trouble fs in no way a strike for a 
rise in pay but to enforce the wages 
jas awarded by the Arbitration Board, 
1020, 

‘Strange as it may seen, a signatory 
to that Award was one of the frst to 
levade its fuldiment. 

T agree with the Guilds that strikes 
fare crude, costly and often do a lot 
fof harm, ‘and in these enlightened 
days it seem strange thot it is the 
‘only weapon the worker has to en- 
{force Justice and equitable recogni- 
tion for his labours from the 
capitalists.

New Rules Criticized 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Crrwa Dany News" 

Sm—The decision which hos re- 
cently been taken to’ the effect of 
forbidding the parking of ears within 
certain limits ‘of the International 
Settlement calls for the following 
‘comments: 

It is practically impossible at pre- 
sent to go anywhere in the Central 
district, between, say, 10 am. and 12 
rhoon for the purpose of buying @pair 
of socks at one of the leading shops 
without being “pinched” and fined 
for having parked your car in a sup- 
posed unauthorized place. I ‘know 
‘many people who do not “shop” any 
more in that district for the above 
reason, Such being the case, if fur= 
ther restrictions are to be enforced, 
my. question is: Where am I sup- 
osed to park my car if there is no 
lace to park it within half a mile's 
Aaistance?’ 


In some cases the person using 
‘ear is an invalid. He’ or she has to 
make some purchase in Nanking 
Road, to visit, say, an optician, ete. 
‘Where will the car be parked?" And 
has the sald invalid person—perheps 
an expectant mother—to walk. and 
om clong for half u mile in search 
of his or her car?’ I" should feel 
obliged if anybody can give an answer 
to this question 

During the so-called “rush hou 
It Is forbiden to park a ear on certain 
sections of the south side of Nanking 
Road, Such a regulation 
where the road Is narrow and’ the 
trae thereby congested. It i 
absurd in the section comprised be- 
twoen the Palace and Cathay Hotels 
where Nanking Road is exceptionally 
broad. "About twenty cars could be 
parked along the south side of Nan- 
‘king Road, in front of the Palace 
Holl without causing any more 
hindrance to the trafe after 1130 
asm. than they do at 11.25 am. when 
they are allowed do 30° park. 
I suppose some of your readers wilt 
iy that Tam criticizing a step 
‘hich is taken for the interests of 
‘all concerned and that T am  sug- 
Resting nothing in the shape. of -a 
vemedy, Pardon me.

‘The Bank's review continues to 
state that the silver purchase pro- 
gramme is antagonistic to the in- 
terests of China, contrary to the 
object of the London Silver Agree- 
ment and also coatrary to the pur- 
ose announced by President Roose- 
velt in ratifying that agreement, to 
“augment the purchasing power of 
the peoples of the silver using coun: 
tries.” 

Lending to Ching “Useless” 

‘The suggested solutions of the prob- 
lem by lending siver to China or 
revaluation of China's currency are 
rejected by the Bank as useless. The 
only possible remedy, the Bank 
suggests, is for the Treasury to limit 
its purchases of silver to the amounts 
offered around current prices in the 
hope that Ching may be able, it no 
Hturther rise in silver occurs, to work 
out methods for controlling the 
situation, 

‘After describing the draining of 
silver from China, the Bank points 
fout that the U.S. silver purchase 
plan not only affects China's cur- 
[reney system directly but also indit- 
ectly by raising the vals of China's 
currency and s0 affecting the balanco 
of payments that silver has to be 
exported to cover deficiencies, 

‘The Bank adds that sf the price of 
silver continues to rise, the outcome

The first of these problems con- 
Jcerned mainly the maintenance. of 
‘order during the plebiscite period, 
‘This, he felt confident, had” been, 
‘greaily facilitated by. the initiative 
of the United Kingdom Government 
in its proposal to contribute troops 
to the international force stationed. 
by the League in the Saar, 

‘The second problem was even more 
laitticult, 

King “Alexander's assassination at 
‘Marseilles had given rise to an acute 
situation between Yugoslavia and 
Hungary, which seriously threatened.

Germany's will to peace was the 
Keyncte of the speeches with which 
the leaders of the German nation 
heralded the year of 1935. 

‘The ihrer. Herr Adolf 
Hitler, dwelt on this theme ‘in 
speech during a reception to the 
Diplomatic Corps at President von 
Hindenburg’s former palace in the 
‘Wilhelmstrasse. 

"May the New Year," he said, 
“bring us nearer the sublime aim of 
securing relations among nations 
which will be based on recognition 
that equality and honest co-operation 
should guarantee the welfare of 
mankind.” 

‘He added that Germany, which 
Jonged for peace and an opportunity 
of peaceful internal reconstruction, 
would always be a guarantor of 
peace. In the relations of the Reich 
among the peoples of the world, he 
saw no problem which could not be 
amicably solved if it were dealt with 
in a friendly spirit. He could not 
believe that goodwill was lacking to- 
ay in responsible persons abroad. 

“The New Year celebrations in Ber- 
in were officially opened by a march 
through the streets of General Goer- 
ing’s police band, after which Herr 
Hitler received the supreme com- 
manders of the Navy and the Army, 
as well as the Papal Nuncid AS 
Doyen of the Diplomatic Corps, the 
representative of the Vatican 'pre- 
sented the Relchs{uehrer with the 
felicitations of himself and his col- 
leagues, remarking that world peace 
took first rank among all the goods 
for which the world was longing. 


Merr Hitler's Message 
“Our warmest wish for 1935 is the 
return of that German territory 
Which. through its voice of blood, 
will on January 13 proclaim to the 
whole world iis indissoluble com- 
munity with the German Reich. 
"This forceful passage occurs ina 
New Year prociamation issued to the 
‘Nazi Porty by its leader, the Reichs- 
fuchrer, Herr Adolf Hitler, who 
‘elaims that Germany is stronger to- 
‘day than she was twelve months ago. 

‘After the cleansing of the Nazi 
Party of unworthy elements last sum- 
‘mer, it is more than ever the actual 
political will of the nation, continues 
The proclamation. 

‘Foes and  fantasy-makers who 

imagine that they can split the Nazi 
German people in two and over 
throw the régime they hate by a 
flood of written lies and insinuations 
will be refuted by the same hard 
reality in twelve months’ time, as in 
the year just past,” it adds. 
‘Finally the proclamation declares: 
We wish our people nothing better 
‘than Efe in honour and peace. ‘Then, 
‘with God's help, our work will suc: 
ceed im securing for the nation its 
Gaily bread as well."—Reuter.

Distinguished Catholic Prelate Passes at Age of 7 





His Quick Rise to Fame 


London, Jan, 1. 
‘The death occurred here to-day, 
at the age of 73, of Francis Cardinai 
Bourne, Archbishop of Westminster. 
Cardinal Bourne, who was critically 
ML. over the ' weekend, become 
weaker Iate last night and death’ 
came suddenly at 1225 o'clock this 
‘moring. Only a nurse was present. 
at_his bedside when he died. 

‘Since the restoration of the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy in England’ in 
1850, no Catholic prelate in that 
country had exercised so wide an 
influence as Francis Cardinal Bourne, 

He was the first Archbishop of 
Westminster to dine at Buckingham 
Palace, and it hes been generally 
‘agreed that the notable advance 
made by the Catholic Church. in 
England since the beginning of tho: 
century has been due largely to th3| 
Jendership of the cardinal. 

In promoting the growth of the! 
church it appenrs to have been the: 
plan of Cardinal Bourne to have a| 
‘community grow up with the church 
rather than to wait until the formr, 
had been established. As far_ back| 
1893 he engaged in a controversy 
with “his “immediate » predecessor, 
Cardinal Vaughan, on the question 
whether there should be several 
diocesan seminaries or only one oz 
all dloceses, 

‘Maltiplying Small Churches 

When he becamie Archbishop. «| 
Westminster, Cardinal” Bourne put 
into effect his plan for steady pro- 
ress by multiplying small. churehes 
so that Catholies throughout Londo 
might be able to attend mass within 
half a mile, atthe same time divid- 
ing unwieldy dioceses, 




















“Although “always zealous for the| 


+ progress of his church, it was sald 
that none of his predecessors ex: 
hibited “the power of sincere 
patriotism which so coloured the 
pastorals of Cardinal Bourne. He 
declined to support the idea of a 
Catholle university or party in| 
England, preferring * that »Catholies| 
attend ‘national universities and| 
amilate with the existing parties. 

‘When he was clevated to the 

Collexe of Cardinals he sald in 
address: “No power in the world | 
more fitted for the _providentia) 
‘extension of the Catholic Church 
than that which has its symbol i 

. the Imperial Crown of England. 
‘At another time when the Irish 
trouble was at its height, he 
addressed an Irish congregation on 
St. Patrick’s Day, saying, amons| 
other things: “We can proudly say 
tht England, even more perhaps, 
than” Rome, ‘by its world-wide In- 
fluence, makes for the general good 
of mankind.” 

Cardinal Bourne was born at 
Clapham, London, March 23, 1661 
the second son of Henry and Ellen 
Byrne Bourne.

The 
latter appealed to the late Earl o: 
‘Oxford and Asquith who overruled 
the war office. ‘The cardinal there 
after devoted himself to the spirituat 
ide of the war and made visits tc| 
the army in France and Belgium and 
the navy at Scapa. After’ the| 
armistice he made a. trip through 
the East, visiting Jerusalem, Con 
stantinople, Bucharest, Sola and 
Belgrade. 

In September, 1928, Cardinal 
‘Bourne observed’ the 25th anniver- 
‘sary of his appointment as archbishop 
of Westminster. He celebrated, 
pontifical mass in the presence of! 
more than 500 priests and nearly 
6,000 persons trom all parts of the 
country.—Reuter, :

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MUSICAL WELL PLANS 
FOUND 


Budapest, Jan, 6. 

‘The secret and tong lost plans for 
the working of the famous’ Turkish 
“musle well” of Marosvasarhely have 
‘been found, according to the local 
‘newspapers. 

‘They were reported to have been 
discovered in ‘Transylvania by a 
Hungarian engineer. As a result. of 
their discovery it has been proposed 
to restore the ancient well, which 
‘many persons classed as the oighth, 
wonder of the world, and place it 
‘on the Buds side of the Danube, 

‘The original well at Marosvasarhely 
fs now in ruins, Tt consisted of a 
basin containing 3,000 pails of water, 
here whlch teraced tap euimin: 
at 4 cupola supported by six 
carved pillars 

‘The cupola concealed the’ mechan- 
ism which produced the musle. It 
played once every six hours and could 
be heard for a distance of six oF 
seven miles. 

Constructed in 19th Century 

‘The well was constructed by Peter 
Bodor in the 19th century,” Bodor 
was regarded as the greatest Hung- 
arian technical genius of his time, As 
1 boy he invented a process to grind 
corn into meal. Later he made clocks 
‘until another invention’ brought him 
{into prison. 

Bodor, with a bit of humour, con- 
structed @ printing press under his 
doorstep s0 that every visitor who 
crossed his threshold ‘caused a ten: 
florin note to be issued from the 
printing press in. his. cellar. Later 
when Bodor was arrested he argued 
he had never produced a false note 
by his own effort. Novertheless he 
‘was sentenced to twenty years. in 
prison which was commuted to thr 
‘months after which time he was Te- 
eased to construct the musical well, 
He died without revealing the secret 
of the well—United Press,

A visit to the great collieries ot 
Fushun {s essential to a proper under- 
standing of what ts going on In Ma 
‘churla. tonda; 

‘These well-run mines, with thelr 

. vast equipment of the ‘most up-to- 
date machinery, smoothly running 
organisation, and well Iald-out_mo- 
dem town, are a striking example of| 

‘what Japanese engineering is capabl 

Fushun les about forty miles south- 
‘east of Mukden with which it is con- 
‘nected both by rail and a first-class 
motor road. It consists of three 
‘operate towns: the old Chinese town, 
thé Japanese town, and the quarter 
‘where the miners live, The reslden-| 
tlal quarter of the Japanese town is 
ploturesquely situated on rising! 
wround and lafd out like a garden| 
‘uburb, and boasts an excellent hotel 
(and Club combined) where the 
visitor ts well and cheaply enter-| 
talned. 

‘The colliery employs about 8.500 
Japanese and 40,000 Chinese. ‘The 
‘output has grown from 200,000 tons 
tn 1907, when the SMR. first took 
‘over the mines, to over eight million 
tons per annum at the present time. 

‘The most interesting part of the 
mines is the Kuchengtzu Open Cut} 
to the south of the elty, which was 
started In 1924, After the removal 
of the upper Inyers of earth and shal 
‘the coal is Inld bare at the surface, 
‘no pits or shafts being required to 
reach it. A broad ravine, over a mile 
Jong and going down some hundred| 
feet, has been dug out of the hill-| 

ind along its sides, in terraces, 

lectrie traine to remove the 
and coal. Tt is an amazing 

‘light, when standing at the ede of 
this vast open pit (for that {s what 
it really 1s) to gaze down at “the| 

network of railway lines far below 
and the huge electric shovels busy|

Ol-Shale Industry 

But what Interested me still more, 
for reasons which will be apparent 
shortly, was the oll-shele industry 
‘which has been developed here in| 
eecent years. ‘The shale at Fushun| 
4s found ina thick seam of about 
450 fect immediately above the coal, 
and ag it has in any case to be} 
stripped off In order to uncover the 
coal, it can be supplied to the oll- 
plant practically tree of cost. The 
‘il contents of the shale vary trom 
‘over 10 per cent. near the surface 
to only 5 per cent. Just over the coal. 

‘A crushing plant, and a distilling} 
plant of 80 cylinders, each with a 
capacity of 80 tons of raw material 
ber day, was erected in 1929. It is 
now being enlarged.-and by the end 
of 1935 it Is expected to produce 
148,000 tons of crude oll per year. 
No kerosene has so far been produced. 
and only about 300,000 gallons af 
gasolene. The total cost of this plant 
will run to about thirteen and ¢ 
half million ven and it is. believed 
that the future holds prospects of 
still vaster development. 

Tn fact, after visiting this mighty 
‘hive of industry one realises that. 
alone for the sake of this source of 
enerey and power which she has 
Broucht to the highest piteh of 
effielency, Japan could never have! 
reltnanished her hold on Manchuria. 
T purposely use the term Manchuria 
‘here and not Manchoukuo, because 
these mines are, of course, not Man- 
chottktio proverty at all, but belons 
strictly 19 Japan, being part of the 
great SMR. organisation. 

‘The Ol Monopoly

‘The Army Versus Civilians 


From ali accounts the Kwangtung 
Army would by no means seem to 
have everything their own way, for 
the Japanese civil ofelals of Man-

IV.—PREMIER INTERVIEWED 

Mr. Cheng Hsiao-hsu, the Primo 
Minister of Manchoukuo, was the only 
Chinese whom T met officially. ‘Nor 
id Task for the honour of this 
Interview, but st was offered to me 
by the Japanese authorities: for the 
Premier, T should imagine, is one of 
the few Chinese who really and truly

‘After afew introductory remarke 
1 inquired as to the futura relations 
between Manchoukto and China. 

He said that they were a. now

A ROMAN STORY 


‘Carsan 18 Deas—By Jack Lindray. ivor 
‘Nicholson and Watson, London. 1/6 
‘Mr. Lindsay has written an inter- 
esting historical novel, the second of 
2. trilogy which commenced 71th 
“Rome For Sale." Nevertheless, the 
book stands by itself as an entity and 
can be read without reference to the 
first work. 

Although the historical background 
and detail is good, the book is rathe: 
‘novel than historical. It Is 
Gerned with the happenings in Rome 
during 44-43 B.C, the year during 
which Caesar was’ murdered, and the 
‘empire suffered from violent interne- 
cine conflicts. ‘The author has tried 
to make the work panoramic, by tell- 
ng not only the main story of the 
conspirators and Mareus Antonius, but 
by introducing the domestic detatls 
of the latter's home life with his two 
brothers and ‘his somewhat  over= 
intense wife Fulvia, and by relating 
‘two separate stories, connected with 
the main plot by the slenderest of 
threads, concerning the poet Gallus 
‘and his mistress Cytheris, and of the: 
young Jew Amos and his Karn, 
Cleopatra also enters upon the scene, 
the young Cleopatra of Caesar's day. 
‘come to Rome to try to obtain the 
legalization of Caesarion and to pick 
up any other plums which may be 
lying about ‘within reach. The effect 
‘f all these plots and counterplots is 
to ‘make the texture of the work 
Jsomewhat patchy and lacking in unity. 
‘The author tries to correct at lew 
the latter defect by having a unitying 
theme underlying the plot, that of the 
traditonal “scapegoat,” ‘the victim 
whose death will explate the sins of 
others’ ‘The ‘conspirators are con 
ined, more or less firmly, that only 
by Caesar's removal will the days 
of Republican freedom be restored. 
‘They are his close friends, but arc 
willing to offer him up as a sacrifice 
for the glory and safely of Rome. The 
populace, on the other hand, guided to| 
‘certain extent by the cunning hand 
‘of Antonius, see the sacrifice from 
another angie, and look upon Caesar 
as a hero and a martyr, whose death 
in ‘some mysterious fashion is. aa 
‘oblation offered up for their sins 
‘They turn savagely upon the con- 
spirators whose wavering spirits aro 
further depressed by this unexpected 
‘opposition, and chaos descends upon 
Rome whose stability had come to 
‘depend more and more upon its deas 
dictator. Antonius would like to be 
the “strong man who steps in and 
takes over the helm: but even hie 
devotion to Caesar cannot inspire 
genlus where it is lacking, and Mr. 
Lindsay has drawn a very different

“The triple pillar of the world” 

Caesar was becoming more and
